FOOD OR

HAVE BOTH

More than one in three Americans 
has a chronic health condition such 
as diabetes, high blood pressure or 
arthritis (by age 65, it's 95 percent), 
and 33 percent of you (around 44 mil- 
lion) face a stark financial choice: 
food or medicine. That's the conclu- 
sion of a troubling new Harvard 
Medical School study that checked 
the health records and daily habits of 
almost 10,000 women and men living 
with ongoing health problems such 
as asthma, chronic obstructive pul- 
monary disease, heart disease or the 
aftermath of a stroke or cancer treat- 
ment. 

It's a dangerous reality. Stopping 
or skimping on meds lets chronic 
conditions become worse, boosting 
your risk for ER visits, hospital stays 
and higher health costs. Case in 
point: People with high LDL choles- 
terol, high blood pressure and/or dia- 
betes who don't take all their 
medications as directed can increase 
their yearly out-of-pocket health-care 
costs by more than $600! And while 
noncompliance with prescribed med- 
icine regimens happens for many 
reasons, personal financial con- 
straints are a major contributor to 
the $100 billion to $300 billion extra it 
costs the U.S. health-care system an- 
nually to handle the repercussions of 
missed or lax treatment. 

Soaring drug prices (even for some 
generics), increased deductibles, co- 
pays and co-insurance rates that are 
too high (an issue for some people 
even with new insurance plans) anda 
lack of insurance -- still the situation 
for 13 percent of Americans -- are all 
to blame. And so is the taboo about 
talking with your doctor about the 
cost of prescribed drugs. Just one in 
three docs brings it up, and at least 
half of us aren't comfortable dis- 
cussing our financial hardships with 
our physician or office staff. It's time 
to break the ice, and get the care you 
need and deserve. We hope these six 
steps can help: 

Talk about your budget. Take a 
deep breath next time your doc men- 
tions your meds, then ask: "Is there a 


lower-priced alternative that would 
work for me?" And if you're already 
stuck with a pricey prescription, call 
your doc with this question or ask 
your pharmacist. If you discover at 
the pharmacy that a drug costs too 
much, don't just walk away. Your 
pharmacist can check with your doc 
and may be able to substitute a more 
affordable generic on the spot. 

Ask about generics. Generic drugs 
can cost 30 percent to 95 percent less 
than brand versions, and in most 
cases the medications are equally ef- 
fective. Also, many chains such as 
Costco, RiteAid and Walgreens offer 
a large assortment of generic meds at 
rock-bottom prices. 

Double-check your health plan's 
drug coverage. Before you go to the 
pharmacy, check with your health in- 
surance provider to see if it covers 
the brand name or generic meds you 
need and how much each costs. 

Don't let your doc lock you into 
brands that offer freebies and sam- 
ples. Drug samples and drug-com- 
pany coupons are short-term 
money-savers when there's no afford- 
able alternative. But when it comes 
time to give you a longer prescrip- 
tion, they may cause your doctor to 
overlook less-pricey alternatives and 
generic versions that would be just as 
good for you. 

Be choosy about discount cards. 
While some drug discount cards offer 
true savings, last year the federal gov- 
ernment cracked down on several 
that were scamming Medicare mem- 
bers. Before signing up for a card, 
find out about fees and limits on ben- 
efits, and ask your pharmacist if it 
covers the medications you use, at a 
savings. 

Look into assistance programs. If 
you don't have any drug coverage, or 
if you need an expensive medication 
you just can't afford, several organi- 
zations can help you look for assis- 
tance programs. Most are run by 
pharmaceutical companies. Three we 
like are Partnership for Prescription 
Assistance (Www.pparx.org), RxAs- 
sist (Www.rxassist.org) and Needy 
Meds (www.needymeds.org). Some 
states also have pharmaceutical as- 
sistance programs; contact your 
state's department of health for more 
information. If you're on Social Secu- 
rity and/or Medicare, you may qual- 
ity for "Extra Help." Go to 
medicare.gov for more information.

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Are you sitting down? 


Stand up 


Deb Hagen-Foley 


You are probably sitting 
as you are reading this. I 
am sitting as Iam writing 
this. We should both stand 
up. If you regularly read 
this column, you know that 
I frequently write about the 
importance of regular 
physical activity. I have de- 
scribed the value of vary- 
ing your workouts and 
incorporating cardiovascu- 
lar activity, strength train- 
ing and flexibility into your 
workouts to increase over- 
all fitness. 

Exercise is good for you; 
30-minutes per day of mod- 
erate exercise is the stan- 
dard recommendation. 
Regular exercise has multi- 
ple benefits: Lower blood 
pressure, improved cardio- 
vascular health and metab- 
olism and improving your 
ability to deal with stress. 
Now researchers are find- 
ing that daily exercise can- 
not counteract the effects of 
a sedentary lifestyle. 

Many of us have seden- 
tary jobs. When we are not 
working, we are sitting 
down to dinner or watching 
television. The more time 
you spend sitting, the less 
you are physically active. 
Inactivity is a health risk 
comparable to smoking. In- 
activity, sitting for nine or 
more hours per day, in- 
creases the likelihood of 
long-term disability. Using 
data from the National 
Health and Nutrition Ex- 
amination Surveys, includ- 
ing health data for 2286 
adults aged 60 and over, re- 
searchers found that people 
spent nine hours per day 
sitting, on average. Nine 
hours out of their 14 wak- 
ing hours spent sitting, for 
almost two-thirds of the 
sample. 

The more time people 
spent sitting, the more 
likely they were to become 
disabled. Sitting for twelve 
hours per day meant a six 
percent risk of disability in 
this sample. Each addi- 
tional hour spent sitting in- 
creased the likelihood of 
disability requiring assis- 
tance with activities of 
daily living.

versity of South Carolina 
found similar results. Ina 
study of adult men, those 
who spent more time sitting 
were more likely to die of 
heart disease. Men who 
were sedentary for more 
than 23 hours per week had 
a 64 percent greater risk of 
dying from heart disease 
than those who were seden- 
tary for less than 11 hours 
per week. 

Our bodies were designed 
to move, not for long seden- 
tary periods. Some recom- 
mendations to get moving: 
Stand up and move around 
on an hourly basis - even a 
minute an hour can makea 
difference. Stand up, take a 
few steps, march in place, 
dance around, if you can. 
In a long meeting, stand up 


and stretch. If you spend 
hours at a desk, sit on an 
exercise ball instead of a 
desk chair (I’1l be using 
mine tomorrow). Take the 
stairs instead of the eleva- 
tor. Park further away from 
your destination. Set an 
alarm to remind you to 
move around every hour. In 
your non-working hours, 
find reasons to be more ac- 
tive. If you are watching 
television, move around, 
walk on a treadmill, or lift 
weights. 

Encourage your family to 
do the same. Now, if you 
will excuse me, I have to get 
moving - and so do you!
